In 1949 the Crude Birth Rate of Thingoe fell a decimal point below 
that of England < Wales for the first time since 1938 - in 1950 the Crude 
Birth Rate of 17.9 exceeded that of England and Wales 15.8, whilst the 
Corrected Thingoe Birth Rate of 20.6 compared very favourably with that of 
the Country. 


The 1950 Thingoe Crude Death Rate of 11.2 is the lowest record in my 
reports since 1936 with the single exception of the 10.7 in 1946. The 1950 
Thingoe Corrected Death Rate 10.0 (which makes allowance for the age, sex 
distribution of the Thingoe Population) comparcs even more favourably with 
the 11.6 rate recorded for ingland and Wales during 1950. 


The 6 deaths of infants undcur 1 year of age is the lowest number of 
infant deaths in the District since 1939 and the Thingoe Infantile 
Mortality Rate of 19.4 is only 65% of the 29.5 England and Wales Rate, 
which is a record low rate for the County. 


The saving of young life in the District is especially satisfactory, 
as the general increase in longevity means that the population is steadily 
ageing. The young workers of the future will have an enhanced value to ti.3 
population. 


Both this saving of young life and the inercased longevity must, in 
part, be attributed to the activities of the Council 


When I recall the seemingly endless rows of slum working class houses 
in which I attended the sick on iy native Tyneside shortly after 
Qualifying in 1930, and remember that it was usual then for a family to 
occupy, not a house, but merely a room in a house, I confess that I did not 
expect in my lifetime to sec attained a state in which every family had a 
three-bedroomed Council House with garden, or the equivalent. 

Neither in 1936 when I came to this District did I anticipate that Thingoe 
with a Penny Rate Product of £136 (now £263) would, in my lifetime, embark 
upon a piped water scheme sufficiently comprehensive to cover the whole 
District. 


The bare-footed, ragged, undernourished children that ran the cobbled 
streets in my childhood have been replaced by alert,healthy and neatly 
clothed children enjoying school milk and school meals in vastly improved 
premises and living in decent houses. 


When now we are depressed and sometimes shocked with the lack of 
housing facilities for some people, it is right that it should be recognised 
that they are now a very small proportion of the population as compared 
with those similarly situated in the 1910's. That Thingoe has gone so 
far to attain the very high standard the Council has sect itself, should 
give encouragement that the goal will be reached. tet 
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The following table gives the causes and the number of aeaths 
occurring at the various age groups. The totals correspond with the 
Registrar General's figures. 

The deaths were previously classified under the Headings given in the 
New Abridged List of Causes, as used in ungland and Wales and Northern 
Ireland as set out on Page XXXIX of the Manual of the International List 
of Causes of Deaths - 1938. In this Annual Report, however, the practice 
is changed to conform with implementation of the World Health Organisation 
Nomenclemature Regulations, 1948 - these Resulations being set out on 
pages 571 - 376 of the International Statistical Classification of 
Diseases, Injuries < Causes of Death, 1948.

Jar gg hea WATER. Most of the dwellings in the Thingoe Rural District rely 
upon wells for their drinking water and use rain water for other 
purposes. 

At the end of 1950 of the 5,150 inhabited houses in TITS s. 25095 
(21;:) had a piped supply to the house and a further 269 (5,) were within 
200 fect of standpipes. There were 125 supplies by separate meter to 
industrial premises, farm houses (included in total house figure) and 
many farm premises - indicative of the increased use of our water 
supplics by agriculture. The bracketted figures (after the first 
column in the table on page 7) indicate the water entensions carricd out 
during the year. and reflect the Council's activity in the past two years 
to make a pipcd water supply available at their pre-war Council houses. 

The increase at Fornham St. Martin was brought about by the Barton 
Hill extension cone by direct labour anc in conjunction with the Council 
of the Borough of Bury St. Ldmunds —- the increase at Redc was possible 
by Mr. Cawston making available his private supply to be taken to the 
new Council House Estate at Rede, whilst the increase at Troston 
indicates the purchase of water in bulk from the Air Ministry, from the 
Honington R.A.F. Site, as also does the increase at Barnham. 

The remaining increases represent extensions to the Council's own 
supplies or new connections. 

By the end of the year considerable progress had been made in the 
extension to Rougham Greene 

fhe atount of water carting necessary in the District during 1950 was 
much less than in 1949 duc to the more abuncant rainfall and also to some 
of the extensions indicated. : 

The table on page 8 indicates the comparative consumption of water 
over the last 4 years from each of the Council's supplies. The 
continuous increase in Average Daily Volume is indicative, not mercly of 
additional houscs and businesses supplicd,but also, in part, of the 
growing amount of sewawage requiring disposal.

Because of the increased consumption of water in Horringer,Chedburgh 
and Hargrave, due to extensions, it was necessary to increase the capacity 
for the pumping at the Horringer borehole and this was effected by changing 
from a 3,000 gallons per hour submersible pump to a 6,000 gallons per hour 
submersible pump. 

Further breakdowns were experieneed at the Bradfield St.George 
Pumping Station due to the apparatus becoming worn out. It is anticipated 
that both the Bradfield St. George and Whelnetham water works will be 
superseded during next year when the new water tower, now being constructed 
at Bradfield St. Clare is completed. It is proposed temporarily to supply 
this 250,000 gallons reservoir from the Rushbrooke borchole. 


Chemical and bacteriological samples are taken twice a year, as a 
minimum, from each supply and the results are shown in the following table:-

Comments in my previous Annual Report commending the activities of 
the Waterworks staff, under the control of Mr. Casson, were, during 1950, 
more than justified by their accomplishments. In addition to general 
maintenance, many new connections were effected and it was found necessary 
to increase the number of plumbers to two and the labourers from two to 
four. 


A non-fatal case of Methaemoglobinaemia, of considerable interest, 
occurred in 4 six weeks 91d male baby in the District, attributable to the 
use of well water in the preparation of his feeds.

Housing - Working-class Houses. 1,159 working-class houses were 


inspected during 1950. 


In 1950 a further 11 cottagcs were demolished. The limited use of 
Section 2 of the Housing Act, 1949, was apparent in 1950, when the owner 
or only one house had ths Demolition Order lifted by the Court following 
repairs to the house. 


Repairs to working-class houses arc hamperea due to the Rent 
Restriction Acts and this, of course, tends to encourage properties to 
deteriorate to the stage where they will require replacement by houses 
provided in part by public monies. The difficulties in connection with 
having repairs effected to houses with low rents has buen a subject of 
much thought and ir. Casson gave a paper covering this subject to the 
4astern Centre of the Sanitary Inspectors Association. Mire Casson has 
also given a paper to the R.wD.C. Surveyors zssociation Conference at 
Margate in which he outlined the work carried out by this Council in 
council house maintenance.

The survey of sanitary accommodation and washing facilities at 
public houses has led to a considerable amo.nt of agreement with the 
brewers as to the necessity for improvements, and as and when 
conditions permit no doubt these improvements will be effected, but 
at the present timc such works are greatly restricted by licensing.

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PREVALENCE OF & CONTROL OVER INVECTIOUS ..ND OTHER DISEASES. 

The following table shows the numbcr of Infectious Diseases among 
the civilian population during the year. These are the final numbers 
after corrections subsequently made cithcr by the Notifying Medical 
Practitioner or by the Mcdical Superintendent of the Infectious Disease 
Hospital. 


The total number of cases, 697, is the highest number notified 
during the years from 1936, on which I have reported, as will be clear 
from the table on page:18. ~ 


All but 22 of the 697 cases fall under thrce headings, Measles 505, 
Whooping Cough 115 (these two infectious discases were widespread 
throughout the country during 1950) and Food Poisoning 55 cascse 


The following notcs are offered from the outbreak of Food roisoning 
and I wish to record my gratitude for assistance rendered during this 
outbreak to the Head Master of the School concerned, to Dr. R.H.3B. Mole, 
(the School Physician), and to Dr. R. :. Fry, (the Director of the 
Emergency Public Health Laboratory, Cambridge). 


"The 55 cases were all in one outbreak at a boys' residcntial school. 
The presence of Sclmonella Typhimurium was confirmed (by the Smergency 
Public Health Laboratory, Cambridge) in the stools of at least 17 of 
these casese 


The yolk of eggs was used in the preparation of a jellicd custard - 
on the following morning the white of the cggs was whipped up with sugar 
to form a top dressing to the custard. Thus the white of eggs (Hens' 
eggs) was caten without hent or cooking after standing severnl hours 
aoverevicy cope swere broken. This’ dish was caten’ at Sunday lunch on 
25th May, 1950, and all 55 cases became ill during the very carly morning 
of 29th May, with the exception of onc casc whose onsct was dclayod a 
further 24 hours. All cases recovered. 


The symptoms began about 12 hours after ingestion and consisted of 
diarrhoea and a few vomited.

Of 57 persons who partook of this meal 55 were cases. 
12 other boys who went out for dinner and therefore missed this meal also 
missed infcction. 


Bactcriological cxaminations were carried out upon the debris 
found at the bottom of the cgp-packing case which included the droppings 
from rodents. There appears very little coubt that the germs causing 
the outbrcek were contained in rodent dropoings which had been in 
contact with the egg-shclls and conscquently were carricd into the eggs 
a8 very minute particles when the cggs were brokcn. Representation was 
made to the firm supplying the eggs in order that rodent control might be 
effected and the necessity for keeping rodents out of egg-packing cascs 
was emphasised to the whole trade. 

With the co-operation of the Head Master,Dr. Fry's Department was
